making up their minds whether 
they are licked was only adding to 
their nation's anguish, for Ameri- 
can Superfortresses loosed more 
than 5,000 tons (and that's 10,- 
000,000 pounds!) of bombs on the 
unhappy country.

With Haisey's Third Fleet, Aug. 


14.— (AP)—It shouldn't happen to 
nny aviator—but it did to a Navy 
Kingfisher pilot who started out 
to reset - another pilot.

P. Oliver of Hayward, Calif., vet- 
eran of 14 months in the Pacific, 
the second Kingfisher pilot, saw 
Jacobs' plane taxiing across the 
bay. and thought it was trying to 
take off. 


Found Plane Empty 


"When it failed," Oliver said 


later, "I went down to investi- 
gate and saw the cockpit empty." 


Oliver went back to investigate, 


saw the stranded pilots and made 
what he described as a "lucky 
landing" in exceedingly rough wa- 
ter with the Japanese taking pot 
shots at him. He taxied in shore 
n.nd pulled the two pilots aboard. 


Oliver managed to get his plane 


into the air, returning to his bat- 
tleship with his gas tanks nearly 
empty. 


The rescue mission was Oliver's 


fourth. 
Ho holds the air medal 


for outstanding courage and meri- 
torious achievement at Two Jim a, 
where, in the face of heavy anti- 
aircraft fire and two direct hits on 
his plane, he carried out a job of
